Dear Judge, the law requires a 
finding of the tax values of the 
county by art equalisation board. 
That has not been done. 
The law requires that a budget 
be made covering expenditures for 
the next year before the rate can 
be fixed. Both thorn things have 
to be done before the Commis­ 
sioner’s Court can determine the 
rate that will meet the budget. 
There has been no equalization 
board action. There has been no 
budget made out. The Court has 
entered no minutes on it’s records 
showing any fixture of rate.
